That our government will ever adopt 
direct taxation of any sort, as a permanent 
revenue-system, seems to me altogether 
improbable at least, too improbable, 


settling on their proper bases all the im¬ 
portant existing questions of national poli¬ 
cy. Now, the labor of the country is made 
up of two hostile parts—slave and free.— 
Irreconcilable in their nature, they can 
never be brought to operate harmoniously 
together under one system of legislation. 
Let no one, then, look for jarfings'and 
lissensions to pass away from among us, 
till slave labor have passed away, with a 
certainty of its speedy and entire disap¬ 
pearance. 

The accession to power of . the Liberty 
party implies—as I take it—the speedy 
extinction of slavery every where within 
our country ; and, of course, the bringing 
of all its Labor into a homogeneous state. 
Till our labor be brought into this state, 
all legislation for its benefit must, n 
sarily, be, in a great measure, unavail 
and thisean be done only by the extinction 
of Slavery. 

But you are ready to ask, how could 
the Liberty party, if in power, extinguish 
slavery, seeing, as is admitted on nearly 
all hands, that the general government— 
except as a war measure, to save itself — 
has no constitutional power over that in¬ 
stitution in the States ? I reply—all that 
is necessary to be done, is, for the appoint¬ 
ing 'power of the general government to 
bring into its offices and stations of honor 
and trust and profit, throughout the south, 
fy such as are not slaveholders—only 
practically acknowledge, that all 
i created equal and entitled to their 
lives and liberty: No objection can be 
the constitutionality of such 


rather say, it can never support the indo-j 
lence and the prodigality, which it never 
fails to beget in those who lay claim to its 
fruits. It has been estimated that the 
slave states were indebted to the free, in 
at least three hundred millions of dollars 
the crash of 1837.

.aercial people, as we are, will draw then 
revenue from.the Customs. They will be¬ 
lieve—and rightly, as it strikes me—that 
the proper objects of taxation may he as 
effectually and as equitably reached by 
thismode as any other. 

A tariff for revenue to meet, the ordina¬ 
ry expenditures of the government- will 
have to be the rule. This once settled, 
should occasions arise demanding ext 
ordinary expenditures, the people i 
cheerfully consent to higher duties 
meet the exigency. But higher duties 
than are neeessary for revenue will never, 

I apprehend, become the permanent policy 
of the country. It would not be acqui¬ 
esced in by a majority so largely prepon¬ 
derate as to produce even silent submis¬ 
sion, much less cheerful assent to it, on 
the part of the minority. The moral in¬ 
fluence of our political institutions forbids 
our looking for such a result. These in¬ 
stitutions have impressed on us the senti¬ 
ment, that any inequality of right to en¬ 
joy all the benefits flowing out of the ac¬ 
tion of the government is unjust. The ex¬ 
isting generation has grown up under this 
influence: It has begotten,in them strong 
repugnance—nay, even a spirit of resist¬ 
ance to any and every tiling that has < 
the semblance of immunity or privilege 
ferred on a portion of the community.— 
Right or wrong, they believe it savors of| 
the Aristocratieal, in the most odious sense 
of that word, as it is received—and nat¬ 
urally enough—by a people whose Consti¬ 
tution and form of government declares 
them all equally entitled to its benefits.— 

To insist on a protective tariff, then, fur¬ 
ther than a revenue tariff can be math 
protective, is, as it seems to me, to oppose 
the natural—the constant arid therefore, 
in the end, the irresistible influence of 
principles that lie at the foundation of our 
political organization. 

There are other circumstances too im¬ 
portant to be passed by unnoticed. The 
uninterrupted peace that we have enjoyed 
with European nations, and that they have 
generally enjoyed among themselves for 
now more than a quarter of a century— 
the nearness into which this happy relation, 
aided by the steam-engine, has brought us

As a people, we have undertaken before 
God and the nations of the earth, to main¬ 
tain in our political organization the pritr¬ 
iples of Liberty asserted in the Declara- 
on of Independence, and substantially 
incorporated in the Constitution. Thus 
voluntarily brought ourselves un- 
araoty, to purge our country from 
whatever is inconsistent with these prin- 
ples. Nothing is more palpably so than 
slavery. We are under a pledge then, 
to the world and to one another to abol¬ 
ish it ; and in so far as our government 
has permitted slavery to remain at ease— 
much more to enlarge and magnify itself J 
—it has proved recreant to its solemn 
del-taking—has brought on us, as a peo¬ 
ple, the charge of hypocrisy, and dishon¬ 
ored ns before the heavens and the earth. 

Persons of great experience and intelli¬ 
gence, as jurists, have satisfied themselves 
that the Constitution authorizes in express 
terms the fulfilment of this guaranty, by 
the government. Congress, say they, has 
nothing to do with the relation of Master 
and Slave. Neither the relation itself, nor 
the parties between whom it exists are 
any where mentioned in the Constitution, 
whilst at the same time (Amendment IV) 
it declares that no ” person shall be de-j 
deprived of Liberty without due process 
of law :—and this without the slightest 
reference to his being a native or a for¬ 
eigner—a citizen or an alien—black 
white. Those who are called “ slaves ■ 
the South are called “ persons ” in 
Constitution. Are these persons deprived 
of their liberty 1 Yes. By due process 
of law I No. Then why, it may be ask¬ 
ed, are they not entitled to the benefits of j 
the constitutional provision within the 
words and spirit of which they are so ex¬ 
pressly brought 1 

But should the Liberty party be biought 
into power, a proceeding wholly unobjec¬ 
tionable as to its constitutionality—as sim¬ 
ple as it is constitutional, aiid one that 
would prove as effectual as it is simple, 
would, doubtless be adopted for the aboli¬ 
tion of slavery. It is to confine the ap¬ 
pointments to office under ihe government 
to such as are not slaveholders. The just¬ 
ness and the propriety of such a course 
would he as unobjectionable as its other 
characteristics : for surely nothing could 
be more reasonable than to exclude from 
all share in the administration of the _ 
ernment—from its office and its honors

c. M. CLAY AT THE TEMPLE. 

Large numbers of the Liberty party at¬ 
tended the meeting on Thursday evening, 
to hear Mr. C. M. Clay, and they came 
away greatly delighted and encouraged. 

The impression is,that he grows more and 
more decided in his Liberty principles, 
and that his zeal for the Whig party is, 
not warmed by the insulting denunciations 
of Henry Clay. As it was hot our good 
fortune to he able to attend, we wer 
error in»regard to the chairman. 

Charles Francis Adams presided, and not 
" Josiah Quincy, Jr. We are indebted 
a couple of young friends for the fol¬ 
lowing remarks—our small sheet not af¬ 
fording room for a more extended report. 
When Mr. Clay appeared upon the ros- 
jtn, loud and enthusiastic greetings I 
welcomed him. 

After the meeting was called to order, 
Charles F. Adams, Esq., president of the 
Club, introduced Mr. C. M. Clay to the 
audience, by remarking that the gentle¬ 
man ‘ had merits of his own, other than 
that of coincidence in name with our dis¬ 
tinguished candidate for President.’— 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Clay commenced by saying that lie 
was at a loss to know why he was so en¬ 
thusiastically received wherever he had 
been at the North, as he was not identifi¬ 
ed with any great political measure which 
should entitle him to such demonstrations 
of respect. But if he was thus corrtpli 
mented on account of his devotion tq ' the 
Union as it is —to the great moral ques- 
and principles of national importance 
calculated for the preservation of that 
n—and for his determination to fob 
TRUTH WHEREVER IT MAY 
LEAD, lie fell conscious he was doing no 
dishonor to the generous impulses which 
rded him credit. (Enthusiastic ap¬ 
plause.) 

Mr. Clay continued, I owe the Whig 
party nothing! They, witli the Demo¬ 
cratic party, have proscribed me for opin- 
sake ! (Excitement.) I stand, there- 
myself, and speak for myself, upon 
iwn responsibility, trusting in God to 
secure me justice. 

Gentlemen, there is a crisis approach- 
g. The question is not about tariff, 
bank, &c. ; the struggle is between Lib- 
rty and Despotism—this is the question 
—this should be the question ! The gr 
struggle now going on in this country, 
no less important than the eventful strug¬ 
gle of 17/6. The one resisted taxation 
without representation, denial of the ha¬ 
beas corpus act and trial by jury, &c. — 
but now we liave questions presented to 
us, no less dear to the cause of liberty 
than at that period. 

Do even the rights of British liberty 
ist here at the present time! No ! Are 
we not denied the right of free discussion 
-liberty of speech and of the press—free- 
irn of thought and of action ! Why 
ive we lost the spirit of British freedom! 1 
as it not been done by pursuing the 
iserable policy of expediency ! The prtu¬ 
ples of the American revolution were 
glorious,and to their honor it may he said, 
our fathers accomplished more for human 
liberty, than any other set of men in the 
annals of time. But unfortunately for us, 
the great principles of civil liberty, upon 
Inch is based our independence, were 
forgotten too soon after the adoption of 
federal constitution. It was done by 
following the delusive charm of measures 
of expediency. Expediency has been our 
motto, from that time until the present ; 
_and is there not now a political move¬ 
ment going forward making a compro¬ 
mise between Liberty and slavery ! (An¬ 
swers of ‘ Yes, yes.’) I 

Let us examine, fellow-citizens, the 
foundation upon which slavery is based in 
this nation. I am not one of those dispos- 
ple on, reject or repeal the con¬ 
stitution in reference to this subject. But 
there was evidently a compromise, though 
the word 1 slave ’ was not used ; and in 
this temporary expediency the north par¬ 
ticipated. I deny, however, that there 
was any compromise between LIBERTY 
and SLAVERY.

Can James G. Bir-1 
ney save you from the evils of annexa¬ 
tion ! His friends admit that he cannot 
now be elected to the Presidency. Who, 
then, can save you ! [A few feeble voices 
in the gallery, ‘ Henrv Clay, Henry 
Clay.’] 


Then we have only domestic competition to 
save us from exorbitant prices.’ 

Now let us hear what Mr. Clay says.— 
In a letter to the Whig committee of Vir¬ 
ginia, January 23, 1844, he remarks : 

1 The prohibition of the fabrics of for¬ 
eign countries would transfer the monopo¬ 
ly to the home manvfacturers in the lotted 
States.

A SINGLE VOTE. 

We have all at some time or other real¬ 
ized the importance of a single v 
following instances have fallen i 
notice. 

One vote in the city of New York re¬ 
turned a republican member to the As¬ 
sembly, which made a majority in the leg¬ 
islature of that State for Thomas Jeffer- 
i, and gave him the vote of New York, 

. ..hunt which he could not have been 
elected. The whole policy of the United 
States during the Jefferson and Madison 
administrations, a period of sixteen years, 
hung on that one vote. 

One vote elected Marcus Morton gov¬ 
ernor of Massachusetts, in an aggregate 
popular vote of nearly 100,000. 

One vote elected William Allen, in the 
Chilicothe district to Congress in 1834, 
and one vote subsequently made him Uni¬ 
ted States Senator for six years after- 


The following case of the kind is still 
more remarkable. 

In 1830, Dan Stone, of this city, was a 
candidate for the State Legislature. Walk¬ 
ing up Main street, on the morning of the 
election, he overtook an acquaintance go¬ 
ing to the polls, who intended to vote the 
opposite ticket. Stone solicited his vote : 

* We are old friends,’ said he, ‘ and 1 
know you will show a friend that mark of 
kindness.’ Party spirit was then eompar- 
ely quiet. The voter replied, ‘ Well, 
n, you arc a pretty clever fellow,1 don’t 
care if I do.’ That vote elected Stone, 
and gave a majority of one in the legisla- 
whieli made Thomas Ewing United 
States Senator. Mr. Ewing’s vote on the 
question of confirming the appointment of 
Martin Van Buren as minister plenipoten¬ 
tiary to Great Britain, enabled the Vice 
president to give the casting vote against 
it, and recalled Mr. Van Buren home.— 
That recall made Mr. Van Buren, first, 
vice president, and then president, and 
determined the general political policy of 
the country for years. 

One vote accomplished all this. 

One vote sent James J. Faran to the 
legislature, and made him subsequently 
senator, and may possibly result in send¬ 
ing him as Congressional representative 
from the Hamilton county district.
